THREE INJURED 
IN AUTO CRASH 
SUNDAY MORNING 


Wheeling, 
West Vir­ 
ginia, Tourists in Lo­ 
cal Hospital; M a­ 
chine Skids Into 
Telegraph Pole.

morning. The accident occurred when 
Frank H. Tight*, 23 year old son of 
of the injured couple, driver of the 
car, attempted to avert crashing into 
the Luray

railroad 
at 
Guldens. 
Young Tight* escaped with 
a few cuts about the hands and face. 
Th' tar was demolished. 
According 
to 
young Evans, they 
were driving “not more than 23 miles 
an hour and we did not see the train 
coming. 
We did see smoke rising 
over the 
tret* 
tops 
some 
distance 
away, hut did not think it was near. 
When we were within GO feet of the 
crossing, the special loomed ahead 
and Frank applied the brakes.. 
The 
road was slippery, rain having fallen 
shortly before, and the car skidded 
off the road and onto the sand and 
gravel at the edge, slid through the 
Milt earth, was partially returned Lu 
the road, but 
not 
enough, 
and we 
rammed broadside into the telegraph 
pole.” 
On Way To Pliilly 
The 
Wheeling 
tourists left the 
West Virginia city Saturday morning 
bound for Philadelphia. They arrived 
iii Hagerstown, Maryland, Saturday 
evening 
and 
decided to spend the 
night there. 
Early Sunday morning, 
the motorists left Hagerstown and 
arrived in Gettysburg shortly before 
nine o’clock. 
They did not stop long 
here, but continued on their way to 
Philadelphia. 
When about five miles out of town, 
at the approach to the railroad cross­ 
ing at Guldens, the Luray excursion 
train of the Western Maryland road 
was sighted by young Tighe and he 
attempted to stop. 
Deep tracks, cut' 
into the <*dge of the road and along 
the soft surface at the edge of the 
hard pavement, indicated 
that the 
Tighe car skidded more than 30 feet. 
was partially in the shallow ditch at 
one spot and had almost recovered 
the road, when it rammed broadside 
into the pole, less than fifteen feet 
from the railroad tracks, just as the 
train pulled by. 
, 
The train was stopped and the train 
crew extricated the occupants from 
their perilous positions in the dam­ 
aged machine, placed them in one of 
the coaches and took them to the hos­ 
pital. 
George H. Duttera, station 
agent at Guldens, where the accident! 
happened, telephoned ahead and an 
ambulance was*in waiting when the 
special pulled into Gettysburg. 
The 
injured were taken to the Annie War­ 
ner hospital, where an examination 
was conducted. 
Dr. J. M. Dickson, 
in charge of the physicians attending, 
announced the injuries of the occu­ 
pants as follows: 
Nature of Injuries 
Mrs. F. V. Tighe—numerous lacera­ 
tions about the face and head; frac­ 
tured lower jaw and ribs and possible 
internal injuries. 
She is under the 
constant observation of hospital phy­ 
sicians. 
Frank V. Tighe-—contusions in the 
neck, lacerations about the face and 
head and a fractured left forearm. 
William 
G. 
Evans — lacerations 
about the face and head and muscles 
iii the left forearm. 
Frank H. Tighe 
escaped practi­ 
cally unhurt, except for a few minor 
cuts, received from flying glass when 
the windshield was broken. 
He was 
not detained at the hospital. 
L. S. Orndorff, farmer residing at 
Guldens, saw the car 
approaching, 
from his barn door, and saw the crash, 
but was too far away to be able to 
give any details. 
Conducts Probe 
Officer Charles Wilson, detective for 
the Western Maryland road, went to 
the scene of the accident, took posses­ 
sion of all belongings in the wrecked 
machine and took them to the hospital. 
Detective Wilson also 
had 
photo­ 
graphs taken of the machine as it lay 
against the telegraph pole and later 
turned the machine over to J. 
C. 
Himes, of the Himes Motor Company, 
of York, who was called by young 
Tighe to take charge of the car, Mr. 
Himes being the distributor for that 
make of machine in this vicinity. 
The car was taken to York under its 
own power, the motor being untouch- 
< I. while the body and top were de­ 
molished. 
The machine was pur­ 
chased on Friday in Wheeling.

The Hanover player, who iV a fast 
runner, reached first just a second be­ 
hind the hall. 
As he crossed the sack, 
he fell forward, his head doubled be­ 
neath his body. 
Seibert was unconscious when play­ 
ers and fans ran to his assistance. 
Dr. W. C. Wolff, of Arendtsville, who 
was in the stand when the accident 
happened, gave the 
injured 
player 
first aid treatment at the same time 
calling for a 
conveyance to take 
Seibert to the hospital, since it was 
feared that his condition was critical. 
Ernest 
Bushman, driving C

Severe Concussion 
An examination at the hospital re­ 
vealed that the Hanover player had 
suffered a severe concussion of the 
skull, but that his condition was not 
critical. 
He had improved to such an 
extent today that his discharge from 
the institution is only a matter of a 
day or so. 
The injury to Seibert delayed tho 
game, for an hour.

Tho 
proposed flight would

hours in the air, considered hero not 
an excessive test of the capacity of 
the planes, but one which necessitates 
extreme precautions. 
Establishment of a floating base to 
refuel the planes is one of these pre­ 
cautions and since allowance must be 
made for possible adverse winds.
